desert,  or  leave  Her  Majesty’s  Military  or  Naval  Ser- 
vice, or  conceals,  receives  or  assists  any  deserter  from 
Her  Majesty’s  Military  or  Naval  Service,  knowing  liim 
to  be  such  deserter,  may  be  convicted  thereof  in  a 
summary  manner  before  any  two  .Justices  of  the  Peace, 
or  before  the  Mayor  of  any  City  and  any  one  .Justice 
of  the  Peace,  or  before  any  Recorder,  Judge  of  the 
Sessions  of  the  Peace  or  Police  Magistrate,  on  the 
evidence  of  one  or  more  credible  witne.ss  or  witnesses, 
and  shall  then  be  liable  to  a penalty  not  less  than 
eighty  dollars,  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Court  before  which  the  con- 
viction takes  place,  with  costs,  and  in  default  of  paj'- 
nient  may  be  committed  to  gaol  for  any  period  not 
exceeding  six  months,  or  until  such  yien.alty  is  paid. 

Whosoever  buys,  exchanges  or  detains,  or  otherwise 
receives  from  any  soldier  or  deserter,  any  arms, 
clothing  or  furniture  belonging  to  Her  Majesty,  or  any 
such  article  belonging  to  any  soldier  or  deserter  as  arc 
generally  deemed  regimental  necessaries,  according  to 
the  custom  of  the  Arm5’,  or  causes  the  colour  of  such 
clothing  or  articles  to  be  changed,  or  exchanges,  buys 
or  receives  from  any  soldier  any  provisions,  without 
leave  in  writing  from  the  Oll'icer  commamling  the 
regiment  or  detachment  to  whicli  such  soldier  belongs, 
may  be  convicted  thereof  in  the  manner  mentioned  in 
the  next  preceding  section,  and  .shall  then  be  liable  to 
a ]ienalty  of  not  less  th.an  twenty  dollars,  nor  more 
than  forty  dollars  and  costs,  and  in  default  of  pay- 
ment be  committed  to  gaol  for  <a  period  not  exceeding 
nine  months,  or  until  such  penalty  is  paid.

TTTE,  THE  UNDERSIGNED,  Edmund  .Tames 
VV  Palmer,  lumberman;  .lames  S.  Gibson,  steve- 
ilore;  .John  W.  Coburn,  railway  conductor;  and  Wil- 
liam H.  Higgins,  logger  ; Lewis  G.  Hill,  accountant  ; 
Edward  Calder,  mill-haml  ; and  Harry'  A.  How'ell, 
clerk,  all  of  Chemainus,  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia,  do  hereby  declare  as  follows  : — 

1.  We  desire  to  be  incorporated  under  the  “ Benev- 
olent Societies’  Act,”  as  a Society  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  and  carrying  on,  at  Chemainus  aforesaid, 
an  hospital  for  the  relief  of  the  sick  and  maimed, 
po.ssessing  all  modern  ayjpliauc.es  necessary  for  the 
effective  treatment  of  accidents  and  diseases,  and  for 
the  comfort  of  the  inmates,  and  to  yjrovide  by'  means 
of  contributions,  sub.scriptions,  fees,  donations,  and 
otherw'ise,  a fund  or  funds  for  the  erection  and  mainte- 
nance of  such  hosyjital. 

2.  That  the  name  of  such  Society'  shall  be  “ The

All  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  Briti.sh  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867,”  whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  'I'ram- 
way,  Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  'I’elephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting 
. of  a right  of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  .Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what-

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60.  Before  any  I’ctition,  praying  for  leave  to  bring  in 
a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll  Bridge,  is

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  applicants 
or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify- 
ing the  nature  and  object  of  the  apjdication.  published 
by  advertisement  as  follows,  viz.: — In  the  Canada 
Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a neM'spaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a news- 
paper is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notice  must  bo  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  Engli.sh  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  be  continued  for  a jieriod  of  at  least  two

Extracts  from  Special  Rules  of  the  House  of 
Commons. 

Pi-ix'ate  Bills  shall  bo  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts 
incorporating  railway  companies,  shall  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by  the  House, 
copies  of  which  may  he  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets,  and  when  revised  by  the  proper 
officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full,  ■with  the  amendments  in- 
serted in  their  proper  places  and  between  brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance 
with  these  rules  shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to 
be  re-cast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 

Exceptional  provi.sions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application. 

A certified  map  or  plan  showing  tho  location  of  any 
propo.sed  line  of  raihvay,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or 
authorised  work  of  a similar  character  within,  or  in 
any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the 
amount  of  capital  proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  under- 
taking, and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  raise 
the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill.
